The Hawaiian Islands Humpback Whale National Marine Sanctuary (sanctuary) is dedicated to the
protection of a unique resource: the Central Pacific population of humpback whales and their
habitat in the main Hawajian Islands. The Sanctuary Advisory Council recently reviewed HB&3
and HB1765 submitted to the Legislature on January 22 and January 28, 2009 respectively.

As you know, HB83 requires operators of motorboats and thriilcraft in the State to complete a
boater safety course. Additionally, HB1765 establishes a mandatory boating safety education
program within the State. As the Council Chair, [ am writing to inform the Hawaji State
Legislature that the council supports the following recommendations that are relevant to
humpback whales:

Combining HB83 and HB1765 to inclu_de thrill craft and non-motorized craft over 20 feet in
length. In addition, we further recommend the inclusion of educational materials on safe boating
practices around marine mammals as a component of the boating safety course.
